AN A< T amendatory lo chapter ten of 
the revised statutes relating to the 
militia. 

Hr it iinn-t*iI hif the Semite ami f/tmte hi 
Refirreent'itim iu i.njia/nlure UJWcmWcd, 
as ftdhvws: 

Skit. 1. The third section of chap¬ 
ter ten of the revised statutes ia amended 
bv milling after tlie wonl •■invasion’’ in 
tbe third line thereof, the billowing : “or 
!•> be mustered into the service of the 
Unit>il Slates upon a rvqusitinn made 
upon I lie governor and commander-in- 
chief. bv the president thereof by virtue 
of llie constitution anil acts of congress." ; 

Sect. 2. The sixth section of said 
chapter ten of the revised statutes is 
amended by adding thereto the follow¬ 
ing : “anil shall be subject to be muster¬ 
ed into the service of the United States 
upon a requisition math* upon tbe gov¬ 
ernor and rommamler-in-rftief by the 
[■resident of the ITuitcd States, by vir¬ 
tue of the constitution and acta of cou- 
gn.***.' 1 

Sect. II. When it shall Itecome neces¬ 
sary to form companies anti regiments 
from the militia or voltmtepr* by draft, 
nr otherwise, elections of officers may lie 
u[»on such notice to the electors, less 
than ten days, as the officer ordering the 
election inar direct. 


The beautiful extract which follows is 
copied from the “ Recollections of a 
Country Parson 

'liis dead arc tbe only people wlm 
never grow old. Your little brother or 
sister that died long ago remains iu death 
ami in remembrance the same young 
thing forever. It is fourteen year* this 
evening, since the writer's sister left thi- 
world. She ws* fifteen year* then—she 
ia fifteen years old yet. 1 have grown 
older since by fourteen year*, but she 
has never changed as they advanced ; ami 
if (iod spare* me tn fourscore, I never 
shall think of her a* other than the youth 
ful creature she faded. The other day 
I listened a." a poor woman told of tlie 
death of her first-born child. He was 
two year* old. She hat) a small washing 
green, across which was stretched a rope 
that came in the middle close to the 
ground. The boy was leaning on the 
rope, -winging backward* and forwards, 
ami snouting with delight The mother 
went into her cottage, ami lo*t sight of 
him fora minute ;an.| when she returned, 
the little man was lying across the rope, 
dead. It had got under his chin : he hail 
mu vnse to push it away, and he was 
suffocated. 

The mother told me, and ] believe 
truly, that she had never been the same 
person since ; hut the thing which main¬ 
ly struck me was. that though it is eight¬ 
een years since then, she thought of her 
ehiId as an infant of two rears yet: it is 
a little child she looks fur to meet her at 
the gate of the (iolden City. Had her 
child lived, he would have been twenty- 
years old now; he died, and he is two 
vet; he will never be more* than two.— 
The little rg»y face of that morning, and 
the little half-articulate voice,would have 
!w*en faintly remembered by the mother 
had they gradually died into boyhood 
and manLood ; hut that day stcrcotvpeil 
them; they remain unchanged. 

Have you seen, mv reader, the face 
that had grown old in life, gruw young, 
a ft*T death?—the expression of manv 
year* since, lost for long, come out start¬ 
lingly in the features, fixed and cold?— 
Every one lias seen it: and it is some¬ 
times strange how rapidly the change 
takes plait*. The marks of pain fade 
out. and with them the marks of age. I 
once saw an aged lady die. She had 
borne sharp pain fur many days with tin* 
endurance of a martyr: she had in bear 
sharp pain to the very last. The features 
wen* tense anil rigid with suffering : they 
remained so while life remained. It was 
a beautiful sigLt to see the change that 
took place in the very instant nf disso¬ 
lution. 

The features, sharp for many days 
with pain, in that instant recovered the 
old aspect of quietude which they had 
borne in health: the tense, tight look 
wa* gone. You .saw the signs of pain 
go out. You fell that all suffering was 
over. It was no more of course than 
the working of physical law. but in that 
case it seemed as if there wa* a further 
meaning conveyed. And so it seems to 
me when the young look comes back on 
the departed Christian's face. (lone, it 
seems lo say. where* tbe progress of time 
shall no longer bring age or decay.— 
Gone, where there are beings whose life 
may be reckoned by centuries, but 
in whom life is fresh and young, and al¬ 
ways will be so. (lose tlie aged eye* ! 
Fold the aged hands in rest! Their 
owner is no longer old!

Fora 
fit of idleness, count the ticking" nf a 
cluck. I)o this for an hour, and you will 
be glad to pull off vour coat the next and 
work like a negro. 

For a fit of extravagance and foil' ,go to 
the watch-house, or apeak with the rag¬ 
ged and wretched inmates of the jail, and 
vou will he convinced 


For a fit of ambition, go into tho 
churchyard, and read the gravestones. 
They will tell you the end of ambition. 
The grave will sonn beyourhed-clismber, 
the earth your pillow, corruption your 
father, and the worm your mother and 


Fur a fit of repining, look about fur 
the halt, and blind, and visit the Led- 
ridilen. and the afflicted and deranged, 
and they will make you ashamed uf your 
light affliction*. 

For a fit of despondency, look on the 
good things which nature has given, and 
placed around you. He who walks into 
her garden, to looks for cobweb* and 
spiders, no doubt will find them; while 
he who looks for a dower, may not 
retire iulo his home without one bio nn 
ing in his bosom. 

For a fit of doubt, perplexity, and fear, 
whether they are a load to (he shoulder*, 
the head or the heart, tbe following i» a 
radical cure, which may be relied on. fur 
1 had it from the Great I'hvsu-ian—“L ast 
thy burden upon the Lord, and he will 
sustain thee.” #

zen* who have families, are ready at the

Tl«-*e conveyances were 
passingat diff'-re-nt liimr> the entire night, 
and at stiout five o'clock >untUr.

1 «aw General Beauregard the day be¬ 
fore* the battle go into Moultrie, but I 
have not -iiiix* seen him. 1 am told here- 
that the official report of the battle state* 
there- was no loss of life! ami tlint tin- 
part' leadens and paper* ol tin- Soutli 
abo *ay mi. I have not seen sm-li «iate- 
iiient*, an 1 can hardly believe it could 
he so. 1 aiu told by the gentleman to 
whom I am making this communication 
that it is math- an evidence that God is 
with the cause of the f*outfa that there 
was no loss nf life on cither side. 

If the public In-re could have seen the 
terrible havoc those seventy tin:ti of Num- 
M< r did make among ineti and fortifiea- 
tiona for thirty hours, they would believe 
something beside human aid was their* 
in that slniggle. I have seen some ser¬ 
vice in KurojH-, but liuthing like ifai 
ceaseless cannonade. 

I visitesl Moultrie and Sumter immc<li- 
ately after the battle. Every trace of 
blood wa* iu.-lii j away hy the slave*,

'I'ake 
them tip only a* fast ■- thi v ran It set 
out ; tw«i hours i \prsure to sun or vi ind 
is often a loss of some days in the growth, 
if not a total loss of the plants. “ Xo 
pains, no gains" here. 

Most persons prefer setting at evening, 
and when the ground is wi t hv rain.— 
we prefer a dry «oil, so that it will not 
be packed hv tramping. When the hole 
i* made, have a pint or more of wat* r 
poured in. Itefure lit** water all soaks 
away, the plant is set in and the hole 
idled up with dry earth. Most of this 
is wet by the water, so tliat the plant is 
•unrounded with moist tire, and yeithe 
surface is left loose, ami o|teii — not 
packed or baked. We are certain that 
the trouble required is abundantly re¬ 
paid. whether tin' tiuuibsT of plants he 
!.\rg*' <-r small. What will pay in a gar¬ 
den, will pay in a field. .Most cultiva¬ 
tors. however, take tip the plant*, thrust 
them into a hole, and let them do the 
h* »t they can. When this is dune, the 
ground should be wet by rain or artifi¬ 
cially. An implement, called a <fi t>hlr, 
is convenient. It is made of wood—a 
large one is he*t. A simple straight 
l»>inled stick will an«w< r. title with a 
handle is more convenient. It may be 
made from an old sliowl handle.*—.! m<t- 
nm AtfriruHm l*f.
